Co-sponsored on the nation­ 
al level by the N ational Safe­ 
ty Council and the U. S. Dept. 
of A riculture and on the state 
level by the Texas F arm & 
Ranch 
Safety 
Council, 
the 
Texas Farm Bureau and the 
Extension 
Service, the 18th 
annual Farm Safety Week has 
as its 
theme, 
“Safety Is a 
Fam ily 
A ffair.” The 
Herald 
is glad to be among the many 
new spapers helping 
in 
this 
cam paign to draw attention to 
the need for the year round 
observance of safety practices 
on the farm s and ranches. 
Accidents in American farm 
homes take about 2,700 lives 
a year, according to the Tex­ 
as F arm and Ranch Safety 
Council, and some 3,400 per­ 
sons are killed each year do­ 
ing 
farm work. This 
is 
in 
addition to the 
4,700 
farm 
residents who die on the high­ 
ways in nonwork accidents. 
If we think of safe prac­ 
tices 
as 
a 
means of 
doing 
things, rather than as a set 
of do’s and don’ts, accident 
prevention will become a way 
of life—a way of life th at will 
preserve the lives 
of 
farm 
families.

Fletcher was born in 
Alabama November 17, 1869, 
and moved to Georgia as a 
young child. He 
was 
born 
January 12, 1869, in Bowden, 
C arroll County, Georgia. The 
couple attended school toget­ 
her in Bowden. There were 


no public schools at th at time 
and they received their edu­ 
cation in private schools. Mr. 
Fletcher’s sisters were teach­ 
ers receiving a dollar a mon­ 
th per pupil for tuition. Some­ 
times they 
received 
syrup, 
flour or 
other 
commodities 
instead of money. 
The couple 
was 
m arried 
early 
Sunday morning, 
July 
19, 1891. in the home of her 
parents in Bowden. 
The couple and their oldest 
child came to Texas in 1894 
by train and settled in Hub­ 
bard City in Hill County. They 
later moved 
to 
Limestone 
County living near Coolidge 
and Kirk. He operated a store 


in Limestone County and farm ­ 
ed. His first crop in Texas 
was made there in 1905 with 
an oxen team. 
In the first days of January, 
1907, the couple, who then had 
six children, came to Jones 
County by train and shipping 
their household goods, 12 head 
of work stock and two or 
three cows. 
Their 
youngest 
son, L.J., was born here. 
Their original farm consis­ 
ted of 320 acres. A fter the 
first year, half of the land 
was sold and the homeplace 
now contains 160 acres. Since 
Fletcher’s retirem ent the land 
has been rented out and is 
being cultivated by the ren t­ 


er. 
Fletcher used 
horses 
and 
mules to till the land until 
1935 when he bought his first 
tractor. 
The first car was purchased 
in 1917. It was a 1915 Ford 
th at their 
oldest 
daughter, 
Mrs. B. H. G ardner and her 
husband had bought new for 
$350. The young couple w ant­ 
ed to sell the automobile in 
order to buy a farm . He still 
drives his own car, 
now 
a 
1957 Chevrolet. 
Both 
are quite active for 
their age and are very jovial. 
Fletcher takes care 
of 
his 
lawn and some chores around 
the home and his wife, in ad­ 


dition 
to 
her 
homemaking 
tasks, also 
enjoys 
knitting 
but she adm its that she does 
not m ake elaborate articles as 
she did a few years ago. 
Mrs. Fletcher’s activity has 
been curtailed to some extent 
since she had shingles about 
IO years ago. At the age of 85 
she 
had 
an 
appendectomy 
which she said was “not near­ 
ly as bad as having shingles." 
F letcher has made several 
airplane trips to Georgia and 
is looking forward to making 
another flight in the future. 
W hen asked 
about 
advice 
to give to others for a long 
happy life, Mrs. Fletcher said 
“return good for evil” is the 


best motto. 
Fletcher, who has seen the 
progress of the nation go from 
the horse and buggy age to 
the spaee age, was prominent 
in much of the early develop­ 
ment 
of Jones 
Countv. 
He 
served two term s as County 
Commissioner 
in 
the 
early 
1900’s, During that 
time he 
used one of the 
first 
road 
graders and helped cut many 
new roads through the area. 
During his tenure as com­ 
missioner the 
present 
Jones 
County court house at Anson 
was erected. He is the sole 
survivor 
of 
the 
officials 
whose names appear on the 
courthouse cornerstone. 


He also served on the count- 
y school board 
for 
several 
years and was active in the 
first 
consolidation of county: 
schools. He 
helped 
organize J 
the co-operative gin at Ham- 
lin and helped in the form ing 
of the local unit of the R ural 
Electrification Adm inistration. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. F letcher 
are longtime members of the 
M ethodist Church and of Ma­ 
sonic organizations. Thev keep 
up with things through their 
daily newspaper which 
thev 
have 
taken for many years 
and enjoy television and the 
radio. 
Their children are Mrs. B. 
H. Gardner of Hamlin. Mrs.

Hunting a Broken 
Quail Covey 
Quail hunters 
following 
a 
broken covey th at lights here 
and there as singles, often are 
puzzled to find that 
their 
dogs can’t locate the birds, or I 
blunder right sm ack-dab into 
them with no chance to stand. 
This happens because: 
(I) An alighting quail usual­ 
ly hits the 
ground 
running 
and 
ends up a “far piece” 
from the spot w here it land­ 
ed. 
(2) Your dog can t 
smell 
such a bird out because the 
newly-grounded quail has air 
-washed its body in flight. 
You can get around this by 
waiting 
patiently 
for about 
half an hour before goinc af­ 
ter the singles, this gives the 
birds time to regain the dis­ 
tinctive scent 
the 
dogs de­ 
pend on, 


Try Stuffed Goose Decoys 
It may be too tough 
for 
your pocketbook, but if you 
own and use a flock of"st off­ 
ed” goose decoys, you'll get 
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the geese when others don't. 
Some hunters claim fantas­ 
tic luck when using such de­ 
coy substitutes as* paper bags, 
handerchiefs, 
etc., 
b u t 
the 
fact remains that a goose ie 
a sharpeyed critter and the 
m ore natural your decoy ap­ 
pears, the more likely geese 
are to come down to your pit. 
Taxiderm ist - m ounted de­ 
coys can t be beat. They must 
be handled with care, but are 
w orth the extra trouble. 
O r you may substitute skins 
that you yourself have stuff­ 
ed w ith cotton, etc. These are 
inferior 
to 
the 
professional 
jobs. 
but they will surprise 
you b> ‘the number of geese 
they will decoy to your blind. 
Stuffed 
decoys 
have been 
used by many sportsm en with 
great success.

TREMENDOUS TRIFLES 


THE SPOILED CULTURE THAT 
PRODUCED ‘PENICILLIN 


Penicillin, man’s most valuable 
microbe 
killer, was discovered 
entirely by accident. In the fall of 
1928, Alexander Fleming, an Eng 
lish research worker, was growing 
cultures 
of 
staphylococcus 
mi 
crobes. These tiny creatures pro 
duce boils in human beings. Tc 
his dismay, he found that one ol 
the plates on which the bacteria 
were growing had become con 
laminated by a mold which bad 
been blown in through the window. 
All the careful work Fleming 
had done was ruined. He must do 
everything over again. With a sigl 
he prepared to throw the content1 
of the plate away. He took one last 
look at his work and made ar 
amazing discovery. The microbe* 
were being dissolved by somethin*. 
in the mold! 
Experiments revealed that peni 
cillin, the substance he had discov­ 
ered was three times as strong as 
carbolic acid. The great problem 
which prevented penicillin from be­ 
coming a valuable drug at the time 
was the fact that the microbe kill- | 
ing agent could not be isolated. 
Ibis meant that to be effective, gal­ 
lons of the drug would have to be 
administered to a patient. 
I bis 
made penicillin impractical in spite 
of its amazing power to kill bac­ 
teria, and its lack of harmful effect 
even when used in massive doses. 
For ten years penicillin was for­ 
gotten because of this limitation, 
lust before the outbreak of World 
War II, the need again was felt for 
a powerful drjg which would de­ 
stroy bacteria without damaging 
human tissues. A brilliant group of 
research 
workers 
attacked 
the 
problem of isolating the important 
part of the mold. After many false 
starts and discouragements, they 
completed their task, 
Penicillin became manufactured 
bl tremendous quantities* During 
the war Its qualities were very use­ 
ful in saving lives. It was important 
in keeping the death rate due to 
fttfnrfcj* down to a record low.

eral practices that should he 
carried out this summer, hut 
which will provide benefits for 
the rest of tile year. 
One 
of

recmomended 
practices is deferred grazing 
On a pasture that has just 
received a rain, deferring al­ 
lows native grasses to make 
rapid 
growth . Grasses 
can 
make seed in 4 to 6 weeks, but 
best results are obtained when 
the 
pasture 
is deferred all 
summer. It is also profitable to 
defer a pasture th at has not 
had any rain. N ative grasses 
need a rest once every 4 years 
in 
order 
to 
increase 
their 
vigor 
and 
re-establish 
their 
root system. 
Another excellent way to re­ 
lieve grazing pressure on per­ 
m anent pastures is to use tem ­ 
porary pastures. Ranchers in 
the drier area of the state 
should also plan to reduce the 
stocking rate by culling un­ 
productive animals, 
Hoffman 
continues. Livestock 
numbers 
should be blanced with 
the 
amount of grass on the pas­ 
ture. 
W ater is necessary for good 
grass production, but in some 
areas of the state m oisture is 
not too plentiful. It is there­ 
fore wise to make profitable 
use of every bit of moisture 
available. One way to do this 
is to construct diversion te r­ 
races, known sa “throw-outs,” 
to divert 
the run-off w ater 
from roadside ditches onto the 
pasture. The added w ater will 
grow lots of crass, says the
